The development of. credit is like: 
the development of any asset; a be- 
ginning must be made, attention giv- 
en to building up and keeping it. If 
one is willing to hire credit as he 
pays for the use of some other privi- 
lege, takes the banker into his confi- 
dence and deals squarely with him, 
he usually does not suffer the lack 
of al the working capital he needs. 
The banker has credit to ‘sell, just as 
ithe merchant has ‘shoes, suits and 
notions. One must be willing to pay 
a reasosable rate of interest and to 
see that he oan give. good paper in 
return. 

It is well’ to remember that our 
most precious. possession in ‘any busi- 
ness is our credit.

Be good to your car, and indirect- 
ly, you will be good to yourself. This 
means three things: Law observance, 
courtesy and considetation for your 
car, 
| Many of us have seen the numeral 
“40” on our speedometers, and the 
law was broken each time this occur- 
‘ed. Everyone swears they give hand 
‘signals with religious | scruplousness. 
but there are many times when these 
are entirely forgotten in the stress of 


Signals as most of them are! If the 
engine ran as raggedly as ‘signals are 
given, we would all be pedestrians by 
preference, 
| Cars are. occasionally overtaken ami 
passed on the right "hand side, and 
the performance never ,fails to cause 
‘inconvenience. This practice is illegal, 
dangerous and decidedly discourteous. 
When you come to.a busy intersec- 
tion, give, the other fellow a chance, 
Perhaps he was there first. When you 
overtake and pass a car, don't sud- 
denly slow down and force the driver 
behind you to ride his brakes to pre- 
vent mixing his radiator cap with 
your spare tire. If you have to’ slow 
up after passing a car, you shouldn't 
have passed it. When there is a delay 
‘in traffic ahead, and a line. of ‘cars 
has formed, consider the delay as un- 
avoidable, and don't be ‘the’ ill-man- 
nered yokel who holds down the horn 
button, or hefthat drives around the 
side of the line. — 
The useful work your engine dofis 
when driving on a level road. it to 
overcome mechanical friction and 
wind resistance. Both these factors in- 
crease very repidly as you increase 
your speed, which indicates. that the 
slower you ‘go, the less gasoline will 
be used per mile traveled, However, 
at slow speeds the efficiency of the 
engine is not as good as at higher 
speeds. There is, therefore, an op- 
timum speed of about twenty-five 
miles per hour, at which the best mile- 
age will be obtained. Driving with 
the hand throttle-on long open stretch 
es is also conductive to good mileage, 
as it allows the engine to operate 
more uniformly than when your foot, 
responding to every light jar, con- 
stantly moves the throttle. If you now 
lic thirty-five or better, whenever you 
can, you will enjoy an increase in 
gasoline mileage of from two to four 
miles per gallon by consistently driv- 
ing between twenty-five and _ thirty, 
and you will be surprised to find that 
you‘can reach your destination in al- 
most the,same driving time.

HORSE PURCHASERS 
REQUIRE, LICENSE 


It has. come to the attention of the’ 
provincial department of agriculture 
that there has been some misunder- 
standing, and, im certain cases, some 
evasion of the operation of the Pro- 
cuce Merchant’s Aot, with respect to: 
the purchase of horses within the 
province for resale. mit 

This has led to prosecutions and to 
fines being imposed in one or two in- 
stances. In order to clear away any 
misconception of the Produce Mer-: 
chants’ Act, the department has is- 
sued a statement in which it makes 
plain that the operation of the act 
mentioned applies to the purchase of 
horses as well as to other livestock 
and produce, and that all those who 
purchase horses for. resale, direct 
from the producer, must be licensed 
under the Produce Merchants’ Act, 
and that those who purchase horses 
Othemyse for resale must do so. 
through properly licensed produce 
merchants, who may or may not be 
also licensed auctioneers. 

Tihis applies to punehasers 
ccme from without the province 
well as those within’ the province, 

Licenses under the Produce Mer- 
chasts’ Act may he procured from the 


department of agriculture, Edmonton, 
Alberta.
